ed, and not oven a fervid appeal by

By a practieally unanimous vote the 
countervailing duty went out, nu the 
conunltteo l|id recommended.

IS FULL OF INOIGNATiON 



U. S, Cruisers Going to Trini-

, "T'ort de ' France, April 7. — Clprlano 
Castro, the former president of Vene- 
zuela, has taken up his residence, 
temporarly at least, at this place. He 
arrived last rilght on the French 
steamer' Qiiadeloupe which sailed from 
Bordeaux on March 26, and he very 
unwillingly came ashore today, owing 
to the British government's refusal to 
permit hlni to disembark at Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, 

As the port authorities liad received 
no communication from the Frencii 
government with regard to Senor Cas- 
tro, they perinltted him to land without 
0])positloii, considering him slmi)ly as 
a private individual. He was accom- 
panied by his secretary, his wife and 
the other members of tiio party con- 
tinuing on their journey to La Guuyra. 
Castro lias taken aiiartmcnts at tho 
Hotel Ivaiies, to which he witlidrcw 
immediately and denied himself to all 
visitors. 

Tho fqrnier president was greatly 
wrought up over the action of tho 
Britisli government, and wlien seen on 
board tiio Guadeloupe soon after tiie 
arrival of tliat vessel, ho expressed 
himself as having been outraged by the 
treatment accorded him by the govern- 
ments concerned in his Interdiction. 
He showed the utmost Indignation m 
tho action of President Gomez, saying:

SUMAS RECLAMATION 
SCHEME ABANDONED 

B. C, Electric Railway Co. 
Finds That Cost Would 
Be Too Heavy 



Vancouver, April 7.— The B. C. Elec- 
tric Railway company lias abandoned 
tho Somas dyking scliemc owing to 
tlio excessive expenditure required, as 
shown on tho final reports of the en- 
gineers. The decision Is announced 
otliclally today as follows: "The board 
of directors have decided, in view of 
the prohibitive cost of reclaiming the 
Sumas district, that they will not be 
able to proceed with the scheme. A 
large amount of money has been spent 
In making the most careful survey of 
the works, and estimates of the cost 
of alternative schemes have been care- 
fully prepared by the most eminent 
engineers obtainable. Mr. G. Lebaron, 
C. K., tho well known authority on 
land reclamation, in his linal report, 
recently submitted, deals in a most 
comprehensive and exhaustive manner 
with every detail of the undertaking. 
To tarry out the work in tho sub- 
stantial manner required to mnice tlie 
scheme absolutely safe and permanent 
entailed a very large increase over 
tho original estimates, and as the re- 
vised estimates of cost e.-cceed by a 
very considerable sum tho amount 
which tho company was prepared to 
contribute, the board felt itself re- 
luctantly compelled to Withdraw from 
tlie undertaking."

Telling them of tho fight made 
against Cleveland as a refining centre 
by .the ^Pennsylvania railroad in an 
endeavor to dominate the oil world, 
Mr. Milburn, pausing dramatically, 
.with uplifted hands, exclaimed: "In- 
stead of concocting the so-called con- 
spiracy, about which we have heard 
so much, ?.Ir. Rockefeller and his as- 
sociates were at that very moment 
lighting for their own lives and com- 
mercial existence." 



CAN'NER S MAK E READY 

Frasor River Men Expect to Pack 
Total of 750,000 Cases— Estimates 
Of Probable Run 



Vancouver, April 7. — Preparations 
for salmon canning season of 190U— 
tho big year — will bo in full swing on 
the Fraser river by the end of tho 
present week. Already a large' number 
of cannery employees have left for 
Steveston to take up the routine of 
their duties, getting early, on . the 
ground because the preparations for 
the season are necessarily greater and 
more exton.sivc than is the case in a 
year of an ordinary sized run of fish. 

The li'raser river canneries, all of 
which will be in operation, are this 
year making plans for a total pack of 
750,000 eases of salmon. While this 
is a very large pack. It is not so large 
as was the paokof 1906, the last "big" 
year. In 1005 the total pack of salmon 
on the Fraser amounted to 1,167,000 
cases. Tho seems to be an opinion 
among the packers that tho present 
year's catch of fish will not be as 
large as was the take In 1905.

last night at the Bchoolhouse. 

Iteeve Henderson occupied the elinlr 
and there were preaent Councillors 
Hemborton, Newton, McGregor, Oliver 
and Noble, 

An announcerne'nt was received from 
the city to the effect' that It was not 
Intended to sell tho two acres near tho 
Old iMon'.s Home which the Oak Bay 
council wished to purchase. 

A number of ratopayern, resident on 
U'oul Buy roiid. wrote refinesllnp cer- 
tain Improvements to that thorough- 
fare. 

Then the report was' rend from the 
water committee. It outlined prac- 
tically what wa.f publLsheU In these 
columns yesterday, namely, that the 
Idea of Ciirrylner out the distribution 
Ky.ste.m of local Itnprovemeiu had been 
abandoned in favor of a general rate. 
In other words It was stated tliat the 
orlLrlnM.l plan had been altered, having 
been found on InvestlKatlon to be out 
of the <)uestlon, and, instead, il had 
been agreed to raise tlu' sum of $,')0.U00 
for the work on tlui credit, of the inuiU- 
cliiallty as a whole, making a slight 
increase In the uenerul taxation lo 
meet the outlay. U( course everytliiniT 
was contingenl on the bylaw recelvluB" 
the endorsation ol' llie ratepayers when 
laid before tliem. 

CouMciilof Objects. 

Some objei.'tion to the idea of mak- 
ing the nuiniclpallty as a whiili' iiay 
tlie piper was raised by Councillor 
I'einbertoii. He ex'.ilained thai lu- had 
not attended the meeting' (jf the water 
eoinmittee at wlileh the matter liad 
been llireshed out but, il apiieared lo 
him thai the alteration was inil'ulr. 

It ^vuH ridleulous to HUi)po.se, Coun- 
cillor l'eii-.))erton asserted, that tlie 
most i.soliUed residents could lie given 
connection it" the total amount lo be 
trxjieuded was 550,000. 

The more ci'Utral districts would re- 
ceive immediate benelll and the whole: 
district, or every r.-ileiiayer, w<iuld lu: 
assesseil. Thus thiM-e would be a num- 
l)er paying I'or wlial oiU.v' tlie more 
fortunate reeeiveii. Should such a plan 
be adopted it seemed to him that those 
In the most remolo jiaris of IJie mmii- 
cipallty would be in a position to de- 
mand water Kervlec and, if the council 
wasn't in ;l iiosition lo suppli' it, Uiej' 
would be in a rather embarniBslng po- 
sition. He didn't wish to i)ress his 
views as he had not been present when 
the quesllon had been previously dis- 
cussed and agreed on but, as far as 
he then was aware, that was the only 
constriietion that ilie proposition of 
levying oC a general rate for the eom- 
pai-alively iusignlliecnt sum of $50,000 
pcrmittc;(i. 

Councillor Oliver stated that If 
Councillor Pemberton had been at the 
committee meeting he would have been 
aide lo iinrlicipate in the discussion 
and would liave liad the opportunity 
of suggesting some other and more 
satlsi'iieiiiry .seln.me. He asked whether 
C(juneillor Pemberton had anything 
belter to lay before the coailcil. 1£ he 
had it would, unquestionably, receive 
eonsidiTation. 

That Councillor Oliver, as clialrman 
of tho wale rconnnlltoe, make a state- 
ment explaining to Councillor Pember- 
ton the reasons that hud resulted in 
the change from the local Improvement 
to the general system was tho effect of 
a suggestion made by Councillor New- 
ton. 

Councillor Oliver, however, did not 
care to go over the ground again Im- 
mcdidtely.

FREIGHTER SUNK 

Collision of Vessels In New York Har- 
bor Proves Disastrous to One —

<iuarantlne station on Staten Island, j 
at 7:20 a. m. today, tearing a large' 
hole Into the Cubana's side near the 
Mte'rn. Tho Havana wua' not dam- 
aged. The Cubana.was towed by tugs 
tcwitrds the beach at Clifton, Staten 
Island. 

The Cuhann, which arrived from 
IMalanzas, Cuba, last night, was an- 
chored off the (inarantlne station when 
the' Havana, w'hlch was arriving from 
Havana, struck the freighter on the 
port (luarter. The Havana's stem out 
a gash In the Cubana's side, extend- 
ing below thi! water line, and the 
freighter began to fill with water. 
Tugs camo promptly to her assistance 
and. towed her inshore until slio 
grounded on Staten Island.. 

The Injured Cubana Is a steel screw 
freighter of :i,082 tons, built at Clark 
& Company's yards at Belfast in 1891- 
Her dimensions are 273.3 feet. 38.3 feet 
beam and 16.2 feet deep. She plies be- 
tween New York and Cuba. The Ha- 
vana is a fine passenger and freight 
steamer of the Ward. line. 360 feet 
long, GO feet beam and 32.2 feet deep, 
built at Cramp's yards In 1898. She 
has a gross tonnage of 6,007 tons.

Laborers Ask Recognition 
The Laborers' Union wrote n.sking 
the council to asHist them in having 
the city council grant ofllclal recogni- 
tion to the old employees when vacan- 
cies occur in the higher positions. 

The same union wrote to say. and 
ask the council to protest jigulnst tlie 
appointment of strangers nnd non- 
taxpayers when others are iivnllable. 

^V. S. T. Smith vvrote a.sklng that 
the Cook.'^ nnd Walters' Union and or- 
ganized lalior give the Marylaiiil Itos- 
taurant favorable conslder;\tlon, as 
tliero was nlso misunderstanding witli 
the Poodle Dog cafe. The organization 
oommlttee was instructed to act in oou- 
Jiii.ctlon with a commlttoe of tl;o 
Cooks nnd Walters Union for the pur- 
pose of trying to come to nn amicable 
arrangement. 

Reports frf^ the Press 
The pres.s agent of the council was 
insti-ucted to furnish coiiles of tlie pro- 
ceedings of this council to the new 
evening Iiaper, the Evening Post, as 
well as to the Times and Colonist. 
The Carpenters Amalgamated .Soci- 
ty wrote to say that the iii-iinlgration 
■ building was not being llnished aa tliey 
I were in,] by the Dominion government 
, to liolirv(> It wo\dd be. One instance 
mentioned w-as that the wage schedule 
was not posted In a public place on tlie 
, Job as reriuircd by law. The executive 
oommlttee were ■ Instructed to enquire 
Into the matter and report. 

Fair Wage Schedule 
The secretary was instructed to. 
write the city council asking what had 
become o£ the fair wage schedule that 
all the candidates for aldermen h.Td so 
heartily endorsed, and' promised to 
hav« embodied In a bylaw. Nothing 
had been done bo far and the delegates 
expressed their Indignation In pretty 
strong Innguaiye. 

The secretary was also Instructed to 
ask the .school board what they had 
(lone or were going to do about similar 
promises and -the same resolutions. 

The delegates from the Carpenters 
Union asked tor an explanation about 
the Chinamen that Were caught clean 
Ing the Labor Hall windows one day 
last week. It created quite a lot of 
laughter and Indignation among- the 
delegates. Ultimately it was explained 
to have been a mistake. The China- 
man was hired to clean the windows of 
some hall on Do jglas street He got 
mixed In his geography and nndlng the 
door of Labor Hall open entered and 
In the absence of the caretaker, com- 
menced to clean the windows until a 
few Indignant union men arrived on 
the scene and ran him out.

Natural resources upon which a 
community depends lor its business 
prosperity are of one oC three kinds: 

i The products.pr the fields, the productK 

*-ot the forests and' the products of the 
mines. How does what we have called 
the business suburbs of Victoria stand 
in this respect? I£ we have leguid to 

. the future indefinitely, tho principal 
resource In any country, where all 
throe are founcl. is the products of the 
fields, and tills is uudouljtcdly true of 
Victoria, as we think it can be made 

*; clear; but 'or early results, especially 
those results whicli will contribute to 
the provision of transportation facili- 
ties, we thlnlc the llrst place must be 
given to the products of the forests. 

• The fields liave to be prepared for 
crops, and the growth of orchards 
takes time; the extent and value of 
mineral deposits Is uncertain; but the 
timber is in sight. It Is standing on 

; ;the land now, ready to be cut and car- 

f' rled away to rnarkets, which are annu- 
ally making a greater demand for it. 
Therefore It seems as if tho first thing 
to he considered in the present series 

1-, of articles Is the timber within the 
ljus'lness suburbs of Victoria. I do not 
think it unreasonable to cstlmato that 
there Is now standing In the area re- 
ferred to, namely that south of a line 

■ drawn across the Island south of 

;■■ Cbwlchan I-ake, at least 25,000,000,000 
feet of merchantable timber. An esti- 
mate of the amount standing upon 

, 625,000 acre^ of this area, that Is less 
than one-half of It, places tho mer- 
chantable timber at 19,000,000,000 feet. 
Thla estimate was prepared by parties 
who are examining the southern part 
of the area with a view to railway con- 
struction thrpus}! it.. Unless the latter 
estimate' Is very greatly exaggerated, 
and, although It has been published 
several times, It lias never been called 
In question, the llrst estimate ot 25,- 
000,000,000 feet for the whole of 1,400,- 
000 acres Is well under the mark. 
Twenty-five billion feet of merchant- 
able timber would keep a sawmill of 
200,000 feet dally capacity going for 
four hundred years, or five such mills 
going for eighty years, without talc- 
ing into account tho use of rofu.se 
lumber, and the manufacture of by- 
products or making any allowance for 
growth of standing trees. It is prob- 
ably no overestimate to say that tho 
timber within tho area now being con- 
aidcred would yield, under judicious 
cutting, 300,000,000 feet of merchant- 
able timber, according to the present 
high standard, a year for the next 
hundred years, and by a judicious sys- 
tem of afforestation for an indefinite 
period thereafter. The total amount 
of timber cut within the province last 
year was a little over 600,000,000 feet. 
•Therefore there is Immediately adja- 
cent to Victoria .sufllclent standing 
timber to supply for fifty years as 
much timber as was cut in the 
whole province in 1908, and. If we 
allow for growth, sufllclent tp cut half 
as much as was cut In the whole 
province last year for an Indefinite 
but very much longer, period. 
' But the cutting of timber for what 
are now regarded as commercial jjur- 
poscs is by no nieuns llio limit of the 
jjroduct of our forests. Ono of this 
most prominent timber holders and 
manufacturers of the United States, 
who is also the pwner of extensive 
limiis on Vancouver Island, said to 
The Colonist that he looked upon tho 
by-products of our forests as equal, 
or nearly so, as the basis of industry 
and the furnishing of traffic to rail- 
ways, to what is now called merchant- 
able lumber. The end has almost come 
^o the time when lumbermen any- 
where In tho world, and especially In 
a country as accessible as Vancouver 
Island is or can be made to be, will 
cut only the best trees and use only 
the beat. Iuml)or contained in them, but 
everything <]n llie land will be uti- 
lized, care boing taken to carry on 
•lumbering operations that the destruc- 
itlon of small trees will bo reduced 
to a minimum and tho.s(! that must bo 
eacriliced In order to get out the larg- 
er logs will be fully utlll'/ec], AVhen 
thla stage hn.s been reached, and it is 
nearer ;it hand than many of us think, 
tin; potential value of the timber with- 
in the business suburbs of Victoria

people of Vlctorl.a to tlio matters above 
Met out. If anyone kIhiuIiI tell theiti of 
tho existence of such an area several 
.jhundred miles Irom the city, they 
would be on the alert to see If they 
could not discover some means of par- 
tlcljjatlng In its exploitation, Its 
proximity lias given rise to that fa- 
miliarity which breeds contempt. Ah 
a community we are given to looking 
too far away for sources of prosperity, 
just an w(> iiro In' tho habit of ex- 
peft!r;g otiior people to do for, us the 
UilnsH wc are quite capable of doing 



for ourselves. There is abundant cap- 
jl tal f \tv Viotbria ■ to launch all ; tho 
undertakings necessary for the devel- 
opment of the resources now under 
consideration. 

If we can bring about the exploit 
atldn of. the timber wealth that 'la 
within the vicinity of Victoria, we will 
have established a volume of business 
which will liuve u profound effect. By 
producing In this vicinity commodi- 
ties, which the Prairie Provinces i-wlll 
need, we will provide traffic for rail- 
ways which thoy will be prompt to 
.secure. We will build up a large city 
here as well as a number of towns 
nearby, all. p£' which will contribute to 
tho ■vblHtne o'f gbheral trade, and In- 
crease tho importance of Victoria as 
a buslne.'3s centre. We are sometimes 
apt to thin]{ that there are other lo- 
calities Jn the province ^mpre favorably 
situated than- Victoria in this respect, 
but If there are any such we do not 
know where thoy are. Vancouver has 
no such area of timber lands lying 
right at her door, and yet It Is tho 
lumber Industry that has formed tho 
basis of Vancouver's remarkable 
growth, 

Tho value of the standing timber 
within the business suburbs ot Vic- 
toria is equal to the sold of twenty 
Klondykes, and its utillitution would be 
vastly more promotive of general and 
eiuliirlng prosperity than the existence 
of twenty Klondykes In the place ot 
our matchless forests. Surely wo 
have here a thomo full of inspiration 
and hope for our people. Surely it is not 
necessary for us to go hunting the 
world over for opportunities for the 
proll table employment of our capital, 
our enterprise and our labor. 

GERMANY'S PLANS 

Witliout exactly saying so, SI. Wil- 
frid Laurler left an Impression upon 
the nUiids of some persons, who have 
road his speech on the question of 
naval defence, that possibly the plans 
of Germany In regard to her fleet are 
meant not so much for purposes of 
aggressioh against Britain, as to make 
herself so strong oh the sea that, in 
tho event of war with France, Britain 
would hesitate about taking up arms 
in favor of her ally. There Is no real 
ground for any national hostility be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain; 
there are strong, reasons for Oernjan 
antipathy towards France. Although 
nearly a century has passed since Na- 
poleon lost at Lolpslc any chance he 
possessed of adding Germany to his 
empire, the memory of those days still 
holds a place in 'the minds ot the Ger- 
man people. Moreover, there la al- 
ways the expectation that France may 
resolve upon a war of revenge. Ger- 
many does not maintain her enormous 
.army, she is not grinding her people 
with taxes, for any feiw'of aggr^Blon 
from Great Britain. No . Qerman 
statesman imagines for a moment that 
the British government would begin 
an aggressive war against any power, 
and there are no probable causes of 
dispute between the two nations In tho 
outlying iparts of the^world. Germany's 
vast army is primarily a defence 
against France. If the latter power 
could be liumlllated and deprived of 
her military strength the German 
chancellery would breathe freer and 
the taxes of the people would be light- 
ened. Every German who thinks about 
the matter at all knows quite well that 
so far as the United Kingdom Is con- 
cerned, every German soldier might bo 
discharged and every German sword 
might be turned into a ploughshare. It 
is evident that the existing armed 
peace cannot' long continue. Sir Ed- 
ward Grey said In the House of Com- 
mons that it meant national bankrupt- 
cy, and we may 'be sure that he did 
not speak without first measuring his 
words. Germany may within a very 
few years find It better to fight France 
than to continue her iiresent and ever- 
Increasing burdens, if this is wliul la 
in the minds of the German statesmen, 
if the legacy left by Bismark proves 
in Its last analysis to be orte of "blood 
and iron," Germany must bo strong 
enough on the aea to ensure, If pos- 
sible, British neutrality in case ot a 
war with France. 



THE BARREN LANDS 

A short time ago the Colonist, re- 
ferring to the Barren Lands, said that 
there was reason to expect they would 

prove valuable from the standpoint of 
mining. Our opinion was based upon 
a few isolated discoveries on the out- 
skirts of that region, and we argued 
from them and also from tho absence 
of glacial drift over the greater part 
of Hhe area, that the metalliferous 
formations might be found to continue 
throughout tho wliole area and the 
work of the prospector would be rela- 
tively easy as compared with what it 
ia in the more densely wooded coun- 
tries, where the lode-bearing rocks arc 
hidden by glacial deposlta. Mr. J. B. 
Tyrrell, of the Geological Survey, who 
knows more of this part of Canada 
than any other living man, aays In a 
recent publication: 

TlH'r<! can now be very little douljt 
that every stiuarc mile of the Hurotiiaii 
(Including iveewutin) formation of 
Canada will soontT or later become an 
object of Interest to the pro.spector, 
and that indu.stries of (..onHldoraljie iin- 
n.irtiinci. niav yet be planted upon this 
formation In districts far to the norlii, 
or for other reasons at [iresent regard- 
ed as barren and useless. .Since then, 
the developments of the Cobalt Silver 
camp, with its extension westward Into 
the .Montreal river district, and of the 
iron mini! at Moose Mountain liave 
Ijroveil the sagacity of the statenieiit. 
it may therefore be stated without 
hesitation that the rocky country north 
ot Alberta and Sasicatchewan is likely 
to produce gold, .sliver, copper, Iron, 
nickel, lead, zinc and many other minor 
but useful metals, and that the time 
has arrived when It should lie more 
fully examined and developed In order 
that tho metals which It contains 



should be made accessible to the peo- 
ple of the west.

It Is reported from London that 

plans are being formed for a great par- 
liamentary and municipal tour of Can- 
ada to take place next autumn. It is 
understood that Earl Grey and Sir 
"Wilfrid Laurler originated the idea, 
which has been taken up sj'mpathetlc- 
ally by Mr. AsquUh. Such a torn- 
ought to do a great deal of good. 

It Is stated that nine-tenths of the 
population of tho Southern States are 
of unmixed British descent, but United 
States statisticians note with regret 
that the birth rate among people of this 
descent la steadily declining. In the 
United Kingdom there is no appreci- 
able diminution in this respect. What 
Is the matter with our race on this 
side of the Atlantic? Are they too 
busy to have children? 



There seems to be o likelihood of an 
early conference between the home and 
colonial governments on the question 
of naval defence. The London Times 
would like to see the bonds of red tape 
broken so as to expedite matters. In 
this every Canadian will heartily Join. 
The British Constitution can stand the 
strain, although some of the Tlte Bar- 
nacle family in the Circumlocution Of- 
fice may have, their doubts about It, 

\Vc dp not like to comment upon 
open questions In which litigation may 
bo ultimately Involved, but In regard 
to the use of tho Electric Ralln-ay for 
the transportation of freight, wc cati- 
not see for the life of us why there 
should be any objection to. It Tho 
city ought always to stand up for its 
rigtits, of course, but If Victoria is 
ever to become a business centre of 
greater Importance tbaii'lt Is now, we 
must be prepared to submit to the ex- 
igencies of transportation. 



The Montreal Star expresses some 
Interest, nor ter removied from- sym- 
pathy, as to the future of ^ the officials 

who have been or may be dismissed be- 
cause of tho disclosures in the Cassolls 
Inquiry. There Is something In their 
position which la calculated to Invite 
commiseration. They in most cases 
simply drifted Into ways that were 
dishonest, although they doubtless 
thought themselves to be honorable 
men. Some of them were men of high 
social standing who would In private 
life have resented anything . like an 
imputation upon'thelr^honesty. There 
Is no use in endeavoring to trace the 
dishonest practices to tholr origin. 
They grew up owing to a laxity on the 
part of those responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the country's business. 
They were the outcome of corrupt poU- 
-tlcs. The future of the discharged 
officials is ono of great uncertainty 
and their punishment l)y dismissal Is 
very severe, not more so. indeed, than 
they merited, but nevertheless very 
severe. And yet anything loss would 
have Ijeen out of the question. 



Our interesting friend, Mr. Brewster, 
M.P.P. for Albernl, WQS the star at a 
recent meeting of the Victoria Liberal 
Association, and In the course of his 
speech he spoke of the amendments 
offered by Mr. J. A. Macdonald, Leader 
of the Opposition, to tho Water Bill 
which Mr. Fulton accepted. No one 
has any disposition to deny that in the 
legislative work of the House iVIr. 
Macdonald brings to bear a well-bal- 
anced mind and a ripe oxporionco. 
Such a roan can hardlj' fall to liavo 
many suggestions to offer as to the 
details of ony important measure. "We 
suppose that If Mr. Macdonald had 
prepared the bill himself, with all his 
experience in water casfes, Mr. Fulton 
would have had some suggestions to 
make, which he would liave accepted. 
It Is happily the case In Canadian par- 
liamentary bodies that when once the 
principle of a measure has been adopt- 
ed, members on both sides of tho 
House use thalr best efforts to give 
effect to It. So far from having loft 
himself open to criticism by accepting 
Mr. Macdonald's nmondincnts, Mr. Ful- 
ton has only given proof of his Jitneaa 
for hla responsible post.

MOTE AND COMMENT 

Apropos of the recent discussion In 
this city re tiro insurance rates, it Is 
of interest to note that at Winnipeg 
the other day an Important change 
occurred involving all the insurance 
men of the city. . To quote from a 
statemenir (d:ppearing ,in : the .Telegram 
of the prairie capital: ■ ' ,

Fire Underwriters' assoclation_''V|,'VVas 
dissolved and a ne^y organl^itiori'Svas 
formed, to., be • kriown .as thevWestej;n; 
Canada iPiro'^o riS^rWi'Uers v as.s^qiatlQfi; 
Itti vtlUi>be'H-'^ra.ticii Sbt tho'.^ Cariadidn 
Fiiie' ■yridbr'ivrltbrs': association, whlc,h 
has'%eneral.' offices' In Toronto and 
Montreal arid controls tho Insurance 
rates of the ' ao-calle'd "board" com- 
panies in the Dominion. Tho "West- 
ern Canada Fire Underwriters' asso- 
ciation wil have original jurisdiction 
In Manitoba, Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and tho Northwest Territories. R. W. 
Douglas was chairman and W. \V. 
Scrlmes vice-chairman of the meeting. 
There was a Uu'ge attendance of AVin- 
nlpeg Insurance representatives. \V. 
H. Birch, secretary and treasurer of 
the Manitoba and Northwest Fire Un- 
derwriters' association, was selected for 
a slmlKir position with the new pr- 
gaidzation. This change has'"been con- 
templated for a long time. Great ac- 
tivity is being displayed, in westorii'In- 
Burance circles, and ^nany new com- 
panies aire coming into this territory, 
many of . them from. the States. 

Some of the large papers In East- 
ern Canada are publishing specially 
Interesting cable messages bearing up- 
on the naval crisis. Thus a cable from 
London says tho British Labor party 
was written the Australian premier as 
follows: 

"We feel very strongly that any con- 
tribution the self-governing states may 
make to the defence of the Empire 
should be on a flxed business basis, and 
not determined by waves of Impulse, 
your "action is far more consistent 
with . imperial dignity and stability 
than that which' has been urged upon 
you from some quarters." The Times' 
correspondent corroborates the Chroni- 
cle's story that no offer of a Dread- 
nought baa yet been niado by Vic- 
toria or New South Wales." 

Tho Times welcomes tho terms of 
the Canadian naval resolution as It 
represents a decision to prosecute a 
continuous self-reliant policy, more 
valuable than tho warmest outbursts of 
spasmodic enthusiasm, without delay. 
The .Times thinks the sea-power of 
the Empire must /ultimately be main- 
tained by all the dominions In part- 
nership, but at present it is Britain's 
especial care, ''- . , 

As a result of the debate In the 
French senate it is seen- that feeling 
in France is that the new treaty with 
Canada Is a measure which will work 
In the Interests of both countries. A 
Paris correspondent writes: . 

The senate continued today the alar- 
cusslon on the Franco-Canadian con- 
vention. ' M. Delahaye suggested that 
the conclusion of the treaty bo post- 
poned till after the revision of the 
French tariff. He remarked that the 
friendliness of France towards Eng- 
land and Canada could have no weight 
on a question of business. He doubt- 
ed whether it was to Canada's inter- 
est to denounce- the present arrange- 
ment. M. Ruau, minister -bf agricul- 
ture, insisted, on a value distinction 
being drawn in the proposed conven- 
tion between lean . and fat cattle, a 
distinction which protects the French 
grazier. M. Troulllot, reporter of the 
commission, declared ills commission 
was satisfied that the convention was 
advantageous to Frencli commerce 
taken us a whole. "It will bring us 
nearer to the i)e6plc of which a third 
are sprung from our blood and speak 
our language." De spite proi)osala for 
adjournment till tomorrow the debate 
was concluded, the only article of the 
convention being adopted by 217 votes 
to 6. 

The Dally Chronicle writes: The 
real question in debate is no longer 
"Is not the increased construction too 
large?" but it is rather "Is the In- 
crease sufficiently large?" Tho Op- 
position very naturally say that It 
Is not. We think, however, that th(? 
sober opinion of the country will, on 
full consideration, bo persuaded that 
the government are taking powers to 
safeguard ciulte aderiuutely tlio vital 
Interests of the national defence. 
"But," says tho Opposition, "even if 
we concede that you maintain a lead 
ovor Germany in Dreadnoughts, what 
becomes of your 'promised two-power 
standard?"- Mr; Asqulth answered the 
ciuestlon yesterday, afternoon. The 
two-power standard must take count 
of all "capital ships," not of Dread- 
noughts alone, and on this basis it la 
being maintained, and more than 
maintained, by the present govern- 
ment. As Dr. Macnamara pointed out. 
Great Britain possesses, apart from 
Dreadnoughts, forty llrst-class bat- 
tleships which even in 1912 will still 
be under twenty years. old. No other 
two powers possess' such a splendid 
reserve. . . ' - . , ■ .

BRITISH OPINION 

The Dally Telegraph says: In tho 
most serious and even startling debate 
which Englishmen have listened to In 
our time one fact alone redeemed a 
picture graver than any alarmist up 
to yesterday had dared to suggest. 
The House was liushed by the con- 
viction that an epoch-making emer- 
gency h.'ul silently arisen. Even the 
anti -armament motion was suspended. 
An Insensate faction -was momentarily 
quelled, though not, v/e fear, supi)ress- 
ed. Statesmen rose far above the tem- 
per of party. An international ciues- 
tlon, which is delicate and dangerous, 
was discussed with a tact and flrm- 
nosa. worthy of tho best traditions of 
parliament. Responsible leaders on 
both sides were' one }n spirit, and wo 
may hope will yet be unanimous In 
their action. All this Is well for a 
preliminary, but it will only bo well In 
the sequel if the jporal promise of the 
naval debate Is fulfilled by concrete 
measures. Declarations of principle, 
however Irreproachable in the ab- 
stract, are useless in themselves, The 
country desires that certain things 
shall be done, and, If possible, by 
agreement between the Government 
and the Opposition. It desires that 
party considerations sh.all be cast ut- 
terly aside. There must be public agi- 
tation while the least vestlgo of doubt 
remains as to tho intention of Minls- 
ter.s to bring in supplementary estl- 
mates. 

A part' of tho consequences— and 
this the less Important part-i^f the 
policy of the present naval adminis- 
tration, has now been proved in the 
public eyo to bo precisely what we 
have always predicted must occur I 
aav.M the .Standard. Vv'e may not un- I 
fairly, therefore, ask our readers to 
give us credit for having sound reas- 1 
ons tor the criticisms which we have' 
ariplled to the whole policy of tho, 
First Sea Lord, inaugurated in 11)04

'H^ deals 
With the herring lndUsit«y. ot;the coast, 
o6m))UrIng the n^ethoda adopted In Its 
exploitation here With' those^. In vogue 
In the Old Country. fThd. question of 
whether the Hecate straits should bo 
considered territorial waters or other- 
wise Is dealt with and the Importance 
of protecting the coast fisheries against 
American poachers Is roterred to at 
some length. Capt. Curtis claims that 
tho local organization of business men 
should take a more active Interest In 
those matters than has hltlierto been 
evinced as ho deems tho fisheries of 
British Columbia to be one of Its most 
important assets. 

The full document follows: 

The nsherles of the province of 
British Columbia should be a great 
aaaet, If not tho greatest,, as the flsh 
arc recuperative. 

Herring. 

Herrings are abundant throughout 
the waters on both sides of Vancouver 
Island, the inlets to the north, and also 
about the Queen Charlotte Islands. 
Their habits are much the same as on 
the iNortli Atlantic coast and sva. 
They como south to spawn and then 
proceed north. There Is no clu.so soa- 
Hon for them In the water.s of Groat 
Britain. , The ICngllah and .Scotch go 
out to meet tlumi and follow thi-ni up. 
'J'he Yarmouth men start about .Autv- 
UHt 1. Four thou.'tand Scutcli wonii ii 
are employed in gutting, washing ,etc., 
and sticking them for the smoke house 
on sticks containing some thirty or 
thereabouts. 

Curing, 

The curing Iiouho of Great Y'armouth 
will smoke 100,000 licrrlngs at one 
time. In Novoniber in tlilM year there 
were landed at Great Y'arnunitli I'l^,- 
SO'1.900 herrings, equal ttiiking four 
herring.'? to tlio pound) '0 IS, 71;.') ton.s 
of 2,000 pounds to the ton. 

The JapanoBo two years ago exported 
from Nanalmo 2,000 tons of salted her- 
rings to Japan, In one ship. 

Tho steamer Tecs lately, brought 
down from Barkley Sound 100 tons of 
dry salted salmon of. Various kinds 
caught by the Japanese In one week. 
This wtts. exported to Japan In' one 
ship. ■ . 

Previous to the arrival of tho Jap- 
anese on this coast humpback and dog 
salmon were not exported for food. 
Dog flsh since then have ■ also been 
utilized by them and exported tor food. 
IVIyriads of Fisli. 

At this time of the year there are 
myriads of small herrings i)laylng 
about our waters licre; in England 
similar flsh called the fry of herrings 
and sprats are caught In the estuary 
of tho Thames, termed whitebait, 
which are considered a great delicacy. 
Hecate Straits 

Hecate Straits average about 00 
miles in width at their widest part, 
and at the narrowest about 2G miles 
(nautical) and are surrounded by the 
territory of one nation (British) which 
the Behrlng Sea claimed by the Ameri- 
cans as a mare clausam wa.s not. Tho 
nucstion is whether the strait Is a 
marc clausam or not, all authoritic.---, 
I believe, )i0lnt to this being the case. 

Tlio American government have 
never staled oliUlally In any document 
they con.sldored tho strait an open seav 
and" the American llsliing boats have 
simply taken advantage of the C.'ina- 
dlan government In fishing there. 

Tho ofllclal boundary between Alas- 
kan waters and Canadian waters runs 
along the northern side of Dixon en- 
trance. On the northern side are the 
terrltnria! waters of Alaska, where. If 
a Briti.sli boat was found fishing, she 
would be i)romplIy seized. TliiTc^fon,' 
If It Is territorial waters of one ci:n- 
trnctlng party on one .side of thl.s lln<' 
It follows that It mu.st be the territor- 
ial waters of the other contracting 
party on the southern side. Knch 
however, at present, is not reeogni/.ed 
by the Americans, and they should be 
made to recognise it at once. 

Closing Hecate Strait should be 
laken In hand at once; later It will bo 
a ciise of "locking the door after tho 
horse Is .stolen." 

Poaching 

According to reports the American 
(Ishlng boats are i)0nchlng within even 
the three mile limit, and at present 
there are no efliclont means to prevent 
this. These fishing boat.s. In one year, 
after supplying local markets in Fugct 
Sound, ha\'o passed Inland to Chicago, 
New Y'ork, Boston, etc., $07,i;00,000 
worth of halibut at the rate of four 
cents per lb. 

The Dominion govonmient .'should at 
once take measures to provide tiir(^e 
or four cruisers, 150 to 200 toiip, with 
a speed of IS knots, when recjulred, 
and closely patrol our territorial wa- 
ters. 

A l.-lOO-ton vessel would be oxpcn- 
sivo to operate In relation to the work 
done, besides she would reciuin^d 
olaowhcro at times, and being one ves- 
sel, only, could only be In one place at 
a time, therefore tho three or four 
small cruisers would bo of greater 
service. 

Colonist Article. 

The Colonist, December 12, 190S has 
an article In reference to tho Japa- 
nese. They_ are quite within their 
rlghtM and aro an acquisition to the 
province in catching the flsh, which 
our Canadian fishermen have so long 
neglected.

has done; thousands of tons of guano 
exported, which Is $2 per cwt. at 
Wharf street, Victoria.

Of all the local .advertisements men- 
tioning the advantages of Victoria 
there are none to be seen relating to 
tho value of sea .ind const fisheries. 

Trout fishing is a mere flea-bite 
compared to our sea fisheries. Tills 
trout llahlng Is widely advertised; why 
not the. sea fisheries. 

The kestrel. 

Tho Kestrel in the 'winter: months 
hould be employed as a depot ship for 
tho smaller cruisers In Hecate strnlt 
and clRowhorc. In the summer she 
could be employed discovering new 
fishing banks, shell llsh hanks, etc-. 
Oysters and solos are to bo found in 
brackish waters, and tho Kestrel 
sliould 1)0 supplied with a beam trawl 
and II trammel net. 

Tho board of trade should take this 
intenjst In hand as It affects all In- 
dustries indirectly! such as small

TRAMWAY COMPANY IS 
SUCCESSFUL IN SUIT 

The City's Application For An 
Injunction Is Refused In 
Chambers

Mr, Justice Martin yesterday refused 
the aj)plication of the city for an in- 
junction restraining the B. C. Electric 
company from running Its lines across 
the sidewalk at Spring Ridge to some 
gravel bunkers. I'he company started 
to lay a line across tho Gladstone 
avenue walk when they were stopped 
i<y the chief of police, acting under 
orders from tin- Mayor. The m.itler 
was then carried to the courts, the city 
being unsuccr.oyfnl. \V. J. Taylor, K. 
C, who apjM'ari.d fur iiie city. Inti- 
mated at the cliiHc of the hearing that 
an anpeal would lie taken. 

It soon appeared Hint the most im- 
jiortant point invoUed w.'ih the right 
of the trainw.-i.v comiiany to carry 
freight through the streets under Its 
local charter. The city barrister con- 
tended that the act of ISO! obtained 
by the \'lctr)ria l':icctrlc railway was 
merely a con.sdlldatlon of the powers 
already enjoyed by the company, and 
was not inti'iided to e.vpand them. Be- 
fore that comijany liad power to carry 
freight without, but not within, the 
city. 

Without calling upon Mr. Bodwell, 
who appeared for the traiuway com- 
pany, his lordship said that it was 
ciiiite clear to lilm tl.e.t the later act 
was Intended to expand tho powers of 
the company as as tp,, give them uni- 
form rights over all' their lines. He 
jiccordlngly disml.ssod the application 
for an Injunction. 



NOVEL FOiNT RAISED 
IN THE COUNTY COURT 

In What Place Can a Corres- 
pondence School Be Said to 
Be Doing Business 



Judge I^nmpinan was confronted 
Willi a sonui-.vhai novel point yester- 
day afternoon in tlie ca.'^e iii tliu In- 
teriuillonal Textbook company vs. 
Uidieicson, In which the Scranton, 
i'eiui., concern Is asking for a balance 
alleged to be due on a contract for 
btudy by correspondence. 

One of the defen.se.s put forward by 
J. A. Aiknian i.s tliat Hie company is 
a foreii;ii one, not reKl;-tered in tills 
province, and so not ealitled to do 
liusine.ss here nor t(j sae In the court.--. 
For the phiintll'f, J. H. baw.sou, Jr., 
arguitl that as the coiit:-act had to 
be approv<;d at Scrantcjii the contract 
was made there. Also the books and 
papers used wci?o shipped from Scran- 
ton and tho defendant must be taken 
to have received them as soon as they 
svero despatched. ■ 

Mr. Alkman replied that the law rc- 
l.atlng to the sale of goods did not 
apply here. The books and jiapcrs 
were not sold, as .-idmitledly the proi)- 
erty 111 lln'Oi remained in tlie coni- 
liiiny and they liad (o be retui'uetl. 
Coiisetuu-ntly Its was a contract Id Im- 
part knowledge, and as the defendant 
resided lieri! and had signed tlie con- 
trad lierr, the contract was made aiid 
111 rfdiineil in [iritlsli ('(iliunlila. Until 
the Inrorniation readied tlie pupil in 
.some .shape a contract to teach could 
not be said to have been performed.

Prominent i'^ilitary Authority 
Of Opinion That Boys 
Must Be Trained ; 



"There has-been niucli'tdlk lately 
of what Canada should do to assist 
in the defence, of tho Empire. Tho 
militia oHlcors aay that tho young men 
should be forced to join the Fifth regi- 
ment to receive that military trainiag 
necessary to make them valuable 
units in tile event of an emergency. 
That is alrlglit. But I would go far- 
ther and advise taking tho boys dur- 
ing the tlinu they are attending school 
and college and giving them that in- 
struction which would enable them to 
take their , places behind tho big guns 
or on an , infantry .line' with British 
forces In'caiao of Great Britain being 
attacked by a foreign power." 

Such was the opinion 'of one. of tho 
most prominent of .Victoria , military 
uutliorltius expressed yesterday In the 
course of a conversation on tho pres- 
ent situation. 

Ho pointed out thnt in this city at 
present tlierc were three cadet corps. 
Tli(>y were formed, by the students at- 
tending the High school, the Collegiate 
scliool and the University school. All 
told, tliere were upwards of one hun- 
dred and llfty of these boys receiving 
military instruction. Y'et tlio public 
didn't appear to recognize tho v.aluc 
of the training they were obtaining. 
Nothing Avas being done Ijy those wlio 
were talking mcst of tin; necessity of 
Canada's presenting Driudnouglits to 
llie British Empire to encourage tho 
younger generati6n In the work that 
they had voluntarily undertaken. 

Tho cadets "Were accepted more or 
less as a. Joke. They were not taken 
seriously, much less being accorded a 
helping hand when the necessity arose. 
As a matter of fact the eoiu'.so they 
were l.)eing instructed In was of such 
a character that. In future years, they 
would bi! alih; to turn to military de- 
fense "like ducks to water." And the 
time mlglit conu; when citizens, would 
thank their stars that the jjducatlonal 
authorities had had sufllcicnt fore- 
sight to recognize tho. benefit of such 
an organlisatlon among the boys, even 
though the general public of tho dtty 
were so markedly apathetic. / 
Cadet's Highly Effictent. 

It was- gratify Ijig, however, to report 
that the High School Cadet corps was 
in a high state of efficiency. Althougli 
the government regulations called I'or 
but a membership of forty there were 
no less than seventy aflillatod with 
that coriis. And, moreover, they were 
all taking an active interest In the 
v.-ork. 

Their course o[ instnictlon waa as 
follows: physical drills; breathing ex- 
ercises; company drill; sklrndshing; 
manual and firing drill; physical cul- 
ture without arms; musketry onco a 
week (actual practice). 

The only miirrlng feature, it waa 
explained by the aforementioned au- 
thority, ",as the fact thAt there 'bad 
lieen no satisfactory colutioh of the 
liroblem of securing uniforms. Some 
had .subscribed .sums towards securing 
them. But tile only way out of the 
dlfllculty, in his opinion, was for tho 
educational department to make mili- 
tary tnilnjpg, or mcmbershiii with tho 
Cadet corps, u part of the school eur- 
riciiim. In such an event it would 
be necessary for the ;iludeiits to se- 
cure their own uniforms. That would 
not bb a hardship on. them because 
the dress was so arranged .that It 
could be made, by the removal of dis- 
tinctive military badges, as like a 
civilian costume as any of those met 
with on the street. The one dross 
could bo used for both, tho only dit-' 
ferenee being that tia; cadet costumes 
called for knickerljucluTH. If this 
were done everything would bo easy 
sailing and every lioy would receive 
tlie benclit of the course. In view of 
Us importance he thought It was a 
matter that might well receive the 
consideration of the provincial author- 
ities.

The energj' with which the Victoria 
Ladies' Guild has engaged In the work 
of gathering funds for a new seamen's 
Institute Is worthy not only of adnilr 
ation but of encouragement. Enough 
money lias already been collected for 
a site and the ladles are prepared to 
enter upon a building campaign. In 
the meantime In the room near the 
courthouse good work Is being done, 
Mr. Bailey Is const&ntly In attend- 
ance to welcome seamen and give. them 
any advice and asislstakc'e. .^Books aiid 
papers are at" hand!'for,thelr'entertaIn- 
ment'and"they orelfree to talk to one 
another wtlhout -Interruption. Religi- 
ous services are held oh Sundays at 
which members of the Guild play and 
sing. 

It Is yet the day of small things, but 
the ladies hope that very soon there 
will be a building' wltlch- all. sailors 
may look upon as a home while In 
port. The government has promised a 
substantial contribution to this worthy 
object. While, perhaps, this project 
appeals most strongly to those who are 
In touch with the men 'who "go down 
to the sea in ships" and who know to 
what temptations they are exposed on 
their brief vlsltls to our city, there are 
many mothers and wives who will bo 
glad to help the sons and liuBbands of 
their sisters in distant places. There 
Is no clasa of men that Is so little 
regarded by the ordinary citizen as the 
cnmm.-^n sailor. For this want of in- 
terest we are all much to blame and 
we owe to the ladies who have engaged 
in this work on their behalf to give 
them sympathy and support. The 
plea.'^uru loving ijublic will, no doubt, 
find in the performance presented un- 
der their auspices an ample return 
for the money spent for tickets, but 
there are many who have means to 
help in this good work -without need- 
ing or expecting other return than the 
consciousness that they have made It 
more easy for the sailors to spend their 
time In our city Innocently and hap- 
pily.

In these days of official scandals of 
charges and countercharges we are 
but too likely to forget that there are 
men serving their country of the 
strongest Integrtly. Among these none 
is more worthy of veneration than the 
Honorable David Laird, the first gov- 
ernor o£ the Northwest and since In- 
dian Commissioner. At an ago when 
most men are content to remain at 
case Mr. Laird has gone to Otta-iva to 
act in an advisory capacity in Indian 
affairs to the government. When the 
Northwest was still the hunting 
ground of the Indian Jlr. Laird 
was sent to Battlcford. By downright 
honesty he won the confidence of the 
savages and at a tlnie when the In- 
dians were beginning to realize what 
the invasion of the white men Into 
their hunting grounds meant to their 
race he was able to retain their 
friendship and keep the tribes In 
peace. Returning to his home in 
Charlottctown at the close of his term 
of office Mr. Laird became again editor 
of his paper, the Charlottctown Pat- 
riot. Called again to the middle west 
Mr. Laird has been for the past twelve 
years Indian Commissioner at "Winni- 
peg and in 1899 made the last great 
treaty wth the Crees, Beavers and 
Chlppewyans In the Peace .Blver coun- 
try. Riches and honors have 'not fallen 
to the phare of this faithful servant 
of the people but those who know him 
best think of him as an "honest man, 
the noblest work of God." 

• * * 

A prominent woman not long ago 
delivered an addroaa oii the subject 
of "W^oman'8 Wages." She argued 
that she who manaQTSS a ,hon»e well, 
must bo possessed'of eijuaV ability with 
her sister who undertakes outside 
work, either In business or In any other 
capacity. This none of thette ■women 
workers who have, occasionally, like 
John Grundy, undertaken to fill the 
housekeoper'a place for a season will 
bo inclined to dispute. There la per- 
haps no experience as likely to send 
the stenographer, the teacher or tho 
business woman back to her -work In 
a humbled spirit, that of taking 
charge of her married sister's house 
for a few weeks. The woman who 
undertakes a wife's duties with the 
idea that she- has little to .learn will 
soon be undeceived. ■ It Is not every 
one who can, even with tho best In- 
tention, learn to make a home tJiat 
Is a haven of rest and a place of de- 
light to all who enter it. Taste, skill, 
Industry and above all Infinite pa- 
tience, forbearance and love, are every 
day exercised by thousands of women 
who do not either receive or claim 
special commendation. Some of these 
are wives, others sisters of busy men 
and women who, too often, take for 
granted tho rest and iilcasure and 
comfort provided for them. 

But when this clover writer goes on 
to say that such liousekeoping should 
be paid for, she Introduces Into It an 
element that takes away Its real 
value. We are In danger. In this 
twentieth century of believing that 
money can do everything. Yet It is as 
true now as ever It was that tho 
best and highest things In thla world 
cannot be bought. • 

If the husband is worthy of his 
wife's love he will furnish her with 
means to supply the wants of her 
home but It will bo because ho love.'? 
her and his children, not as a reward 
for services done. Hor faithfulness, 
her devotion, her love, are priceless. 
It Is these qualities which make tho 
difference between a hired nurse or 
maid and a wife or sister or daughter. 

What Is tho most liberal allowance 
worth without the love and confidence 
of those who live together In tho 
home? There is, in this claim, so fre- 
quently made of late, for a recogni- 
tion of the v^alue of a wife's services 
as housekeeper something sordid and 
unworthy. If love Is given nothing 
needful will bo denied. Without love 
a homo Is impossible.

PrcsidRYjt Eliot of Harvard lias de- 
cided that he is too old to take the 
place of American ambassador to tho 
United States. This groat ofTlce has 
been filled by many who have been 
known as scholars and thinkoru rather 
than as politicians or even jftatesmen. 
Yot, one cannot but feel that Dr. Eliot 
would bo out of place tn the gaj'- 
throng at the Court of St. James. In 
his closing years .the , great teacher 
may yet be of service" tb~ his countrj'' 
and to the, world.',' In a talk- to tho 
Harvard 'graduates: Dr; Eliot spoko p£ 
the future, aff.: follows: ' " - 

"We are on the brltik of a Vast ocean 
of undiscovered truth. Wo have Just 
had a striking example' of this In wire- 
less telegraphy, 

vpethaps you think that'these fifty 
years' have! been ' remarkable and ( that 
my supcessor win not have as"; much 
fun as I had. ' Ho- will. The develop- 



ment of the natural resources of this 
country has only just begun. Tho 
Harvard University of the future Is 
bound to bo of more use than the Har- 
vard University' of the past, i 

"I suppose you would like to know 
some of tho thoughts that come to me 
as" I retire from the presidency of Har- 
vard University. I confess that I have 
had some difficulty in llgt'enlrig.'to such 
praise as has been given to' me' to my 
face, but In the last "four months I 
have rather got used to it. . . • • 

"The reward that has come to me is 
more than any individual can take in. 
I foel the greatest gratltiido for the 
privilege that I have had — a privilege 
of sure growth. You may be sure that 
no man can stand In my place without 
c.Kperioncing personal enlargement. I 
have always met men and women on 
their best sides. Nobody appears to 
bettor advantage than \vhen he Is talk- 
ing about tho welfare of liis children. 

"The American people believe In 
nothing so much as in education. To 
them It insures tho jierpctuity of free 
institutions. It is a faith with them, 
almost a religion. 

... "We are developing in this country 
a new religion. I am sure that it is 
not too much to describ(i it in that 
way. Perhaps it is merely an old re- 
ligion under a new name. It is the 
religion of service. And education must 
be used as the preparation for service 
— for the giving pleasure to others. 
Tho rendering of -service — that Is tho 
supreme reward." ■- 

« • • 

The proposal to raise money to 
found a scholarship which will give 
boys or girls an opportunity to take 
the first two years of the McGllI Arts 
course In thla city Is one that should 
meet with the approval of the mothers 
of tho city. There arc boys and girls 
who, at the conclusion of their high 
school course feel that duty calls them 
to help in the support of their home. 
It not Infrequently happens that their 
parents could allow a promising stud- 
ent to remain in school If the cost of 
his or her books and clothing were 
met. This a hundred dollars a year 
would more than cover. Tills Is not 
the only good the ofCerlng of such a 
scholarship would do. Tho honor of 
gaining it would be a great spur to 
effort. It has boon found in older 
seats of learning that the founding of 
scholarships has been among the most 
valuable forms of ondowniont. This 
has been looked upon as the alino.st 
exclusive privilege of the wealthy. 
In this case the committ(M> have .'ip- 
Iiealed to citizens generally. The 
Eaton scholarship, if founded, will be 
given to the student of the province, 
who having obtained the highest marks 
in the matriculation to McGlll elects 
to pursue the first two years of the 
Arts course in the Victoria blanch 
of tlie Royal Institute. of Learning. It 
will be, of course, open to all students 
without distinction of sex. or class. 

One Link Still Missing. 

Tho centenary, of the birth of 
Charles Darwin; ,who did SO' much to 
propound the evolutionary theory of 
life, has produced..!!, great number of 
appreciations pif ms work.' 

One of the rilost interesting of those 
was in the London Times. It showed 
the limitations nf his theory, it show- 
ed that it began with the living and 
did not bridge that great gulf which 
lies between the living and the non- 
living His theoiT doe.^ not begin ' In 
tho beginning." Granted that Darwin's 
theory of the evolution of the living 
species is true, there is still awaiting 
solution that greater problem as to 
how life originated. Did It come from 
non-living matter? If so, by \yhat 
process of evolution? . Or was there 
a "special creation" of man? Who 
will bridge that great gap in knowl- 
edge? 

"The half-century preceding the 
publication of the 'Origin of Species' 
was remarkable, for the extent of tho 
now ground thus broken," says the 
Times. "The physicians alone would 
have compelled recognition of the idea 
of evolution upon a largo scale by 
their attacks upon the belief that the 
earth itself came into existence by a 
special act of croalioii in B.C. -lOO-t. 
When they showed that millions of 
years must have been occupied by the 
processes required to produce the con- 
figuration of the surface of the globe 
and the immediately underlying stra- 
ta substantially as we now know them, 
and that as an essential component of 
the solar system the earth must havo 
had an antecedent history d incon- 
ceivable duration, 'they gave a demon- 
stration Of evolution an a scale so vast 
that no dlfflculty could be felt in re- 
spect of minor applications. 

"Yet there is one dlfHculty which 
neither the evolutionists nor tho un- 
scientific man lias been able to over- 
come. That dllllciilly is the un- 
brldged gaj) In'twcm living and non- 
living matter wliich at present di- 
vides the ('VoluUunary jirnces.s into 
two disconnected parts. The i)liyHi- 
cist will establish the process from 
a mass of incandescent gas to tho 
globe apinoxiniately as Wo know it, 
apart from life of any kind. The bi- 
ologist is content to start with life of 
any kind, however liumble, and to 
evolve from it the inmiense variety 
of highly complicated organisms 
around us. But in neither of tliese 
august evolutionary processions do we 
find any explanation of the evolution 
of tho living from the non-living. 

"This abrupt interference wltli con- 
tinuity Is very generally ignored. It 
Is conveniently assumed th.at wo can 
proceed with our speculations about 
the evolution of siieeles without re- 
gard to tho origin of life. Vet a lit- 
tle reflection will show tliis mition to 
be untenable. For If life was once 
brought Into being by a special act of 
creation, cadit qucstio. \V(! have no 
grounds for limiting such an act to tho 
oseatlon of oni! vc'ry low form of lite 
to bo afterwards developed by oxcos- 
slvely tedious iirocessos. If, on the 
other hand, matter contains within st- 
Holf properties of forces which in cer- 
tain conditions can produce life, It Is 
highly unreasonable to suppose that 
these conditions existed only once, at 
one particular time and place and tlint 
the result was only one simple living 
form, We must, on the contrary, sup- 
pose that life was evolved over a wide 
area, and in many forms correspond- 
ces wo Icnow to exist betwqen differ- 
ces wo know toexlst between differ- 
ent forms of non-living matter." — 
Weekly Sun. 

Tho Coming Xionaon CongrosB 
Tho attention of those wlio are In- 
terested in wpman.'suffrage ,is now con- 
centrated on tho congress of the Inter- 
national Alliance, which will meet in 
London, April 2«-Moy 3. This body, it 
will be remem'jon.'d, had its inception 
In -tho United States, at Washington, in 
ia02, under the supervision of Miss 
Susan. B.v Anthony and Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man t'Uatt, and completed its orgunlza- 
tlon'In-Berlln at the time of the famous 
International Council mooting in lflO-1. 



The former was elected honorary presi- 
dent, the latter preHl'ient, for a -term of 
five years, liy uiiunlinous vote, and it 
was to tills coUnU-y llial the delegates 
also turned for tlie corresiinnding .secre- 
tary, Mrs. liaoliel Foster Avery. At the 
earnest request of tho Danish women 
a mid-term congress was held in Copen- 
hagen in IflOC; and at that of tho Dutch 
women, another took place in Amster- 
dam in I'JOS. 11 was intended to con- 
vene tile i|uln(iuunnial in New York this 
year, ''jut the appeul.s of the I'^nglisli- 
wonien that it should come to them at 
this critical point in their struggle 
caused the United States to- relliuiulsU 
Us claim carefully and pledge tlie full- 
est co-operation toward success. Mrs. 
Cliapmaii Cutt went to London the mid- 
dlo of February to Join Mr.s. Mllllcent 
Garrett Pawcett,-. president for -the past 
twentyrflve years of - 'the British Na- 
tional Society for Women's 'Suffrage, 
in the preparation for what Will un- 
doubtedly 1h- the greatest hiiiffraKo coa- 
vontloii ever held. Delegates from seven 
countries took part In :hc Berlin meet- 
ing; from twelve in that of Denmarlr; 
from sixteen In that of the Nether- 
lands, and tho number will be still 
larger this year, !is the movement for 
the eiifranclilseiiient of. women Ls spread- 
ing tlirouglioat t'.ie world. 

'riie London cvongress will be hold 
strictly under the auspices of jits old 
suffrage association which hasibecn in 
existence forty years, but 1t lias ac- 
cepted tlie invitation of tho Women's 
Social and Tolltlcal union, known as the 
"suffragett(^s," to Join with them In a 
mass lat'etliiK. April 2D, at Albert hall. 
Which has tho largest audlcorium In 
London, seating 10,000 peopl^. It would 
bo v/orth a trip'' a'-Di-D'ad to attend this 
session alone. During inOS till.': orprnnl- 
zation held 0,000 meetings, contosled 
eighteen liy-elecllons, and raised nearly 
$100,000 for its work. Its headquarters 
occupy .seventeen rooms in London, with 
brancii hendfniarters ' in many of the 
large cities;: it publishes 21."). 000 copies 
wcoklv of it.s .'iblv edited paper, Vot(>s 
for Woinoi;, and 120 of Its iiienibc-rs 
served time la prLson. tlieir aggregate 
RcntencoH amounting to over fourteen 
vear.v. While its presldenti Mrs, PanU- 
hurst. and her gifted daughter Clirlsta- 
bel were serving their last sentence, a 
short time ago, the members of the

The London Dally Chronicle says; "It 
is liiglily prohable that the question of 
woman suffrage will be subniitted to 
the coinUrv at the ne.xt general election 
and in that case it ivlll dwarf all olhi^r 
Issues, even free trade." Tlie secretar.v 
of war. Mr. Ilaldane. said at a recent 
public meeting that the time was com- 
ing very close when '.t would be impos- 
sible to withliold the suffrage from 
women. The despatches report Premier 
Asqulth "at his wits' end to know how 
to deal with tho situation." and the 
members of parliament .a.s "badgered to 
death by both men and women." There 
is only one way to deal with It and stiV 
the "badgering," for the fight is now 
on in Great Britain, and it is only .a 
question of liow long tho government 
can hold out The women will never 
surrender.— Harper's Bazar. ■

Modern Slavery 

Some years ago allegations 'iveio 
mndo that tho. conditions undor u-hlch 
natives laborort in tho Portugno.io 
cncoa plantation.'i on the Islands of St. 
Thomo and Princlpo were those. of tho 
wor.st fonns of slavery. Three well 
known British firms and a Gertman 
sent nut representatives to Investigate 
and these reported that the allegations 
wore correct. Pressure was brought to 
bear on tho Portuguese government 
and promises of reform •were made. A 
fe'w months ago one of the Cadbtirys 
went out to see how these promises 
had been kept. He has Just returned 
and reports that no adequate steps 
havo been taken to • remedy the evil.

Capt. R. 11. .McLeod, formerly must- 
er of the baric Rufiis E. Wood, who 
is well known in Victori;t, he liavhiB 
hroUKht ihi.' sealing' schooncu- Otto 
around the Jtorn In 170 days to <'n- 
gago In sealing out of Victoria in 1891, 
is tigain in this (dty, having come from 
San I'Vanciseo, where he now has ills 
home, on the lirltlsh bark Cissie, 
y.'blch is lying in Royal Roads. Capt. 
:\icLood -was on the steamer Danube, 
now the Salvor, -when she made her 
nicmorablo trip to tho seal rookeries 
of tho North Pacillc ocean with the in- 
ternational commission which included 
.Sir George IJaden-Powell and Prof, 
Jlaecuui, of Ottawa. 

A lew years ago Capt. McLcod head- 
ed a treiiHuro hunting expedition which 
sailed from UallfiLx in the schooner 
Hattie M,. owned by hini. There wore 
twelve nienibers in tlie party, who had 
snhscrlhed to tho expenses of the trip. 
They went to AVoUaston island to en- 
'gago in gold mining on the wreclc- 
llttered shores of that section of tho 
coast at the extreme of this continent, 
and the expedition was not succes.sful. 
'I'he members of tho party clulmod 
there was im gold thnre, but Capt. Mc- 
I.eod s.'ild tlie gold was there all right 
ir they liad bei'ii willing to sluice to 
wor/c it, but they were noi. He took 
the Hattie Al. to Puntas Arenas, wdiere 
he sold luu- to Ur. Bloom, the lirltlsh 
consul. He sent her out sealing in 
charge of Capt. Poole, who liud a crew 
of Chilians. They mutinied, cut Cnpt. 
Poole's throat iiini throw tho body 
overboard. The .schooner was never 
heard o£ afterward. 



AVIrelesa telegraphic apparatus play- 
ed an important part In tho suvinR of 

the passengers of the strandea steamer 
Indiana, ashore at .MasTdtilona bay, ac- 
cording to advices received here' ycs- 
terda>'. The vessel is on the shoals 
of Point Tosco at tlie mouth of Mag- 
dalena bay. The war.shlps of the Pa- 
cillc lleet of tho United States, aeveral 
of wliich were In Jlagdalena bay, heard 
I the distress signals blown by thu 
wreclted vessel. As soon a.s the scrap- 
ing of tho Keel on the shoal was heard 
1,'upt. Robinson ordered bis engines 
reversed, but the steel hull settled 
down in the sand and could not bo 
be moved. 

Pii.SHongorB on the ' Indiana became 
tremulous with tension jis they watch- 
ed the battle between the hi?avy tiea 
an dtho rattling engines. The sea ap- 
peared to be having things its own 
wa.v from the start, and the appre- 
lien.sion of ovei'>'l)ody on boartl was in- 
creased when they heard the ship be- 
gin to pound. 

A lurch to starboard threw nearly 
everybody on deck oli' their feet, and 
tile danger that wns imminent was 
realized when tho screech of the sirens 
was heard in tho storm. 

Tho springing .of rivets in bow, plates 
of the Indiana was reported a few 
minutes later, and- tho-veasel began to 
take water in lier forward conipart- 
mcnts. Tlie punctures were slight at 
flrst but at the end of an hour water 
had begun to leak Into four of her 
holds. 

Life boats were unshipped at tho 
davits and passengers and orow were 
looking to life i)resorvera for tho 
emergency they felt was becoming 
more imminent every minute, when 
welcome answering signals to tho 
screeching sirens were heard to come 
from the depths of tho surroundinjj: 
fog. 

Two bhick specks presently appear- 
ed on the iiort bow and hailed the dis- 
tresHcd liner. They proved to bo 
stcani tenders from tho "West Vir- 
ginia and tlie Albany, whlcli were the 
(Irst warship.s of tin; I'acUic fleet to 
lipar tb(^ Indiana's signals of distress. 

Tho predlcanient of the Indiana wa.s 
inadc! known to the sea i)lcketa iiur- 
rledly, and they lost no time in shoot- 
ing back through the fog to acquaint 
the ll(^eL With the necessity for prompt 
action. 

In less than half an hour lifeboats 
from the lleet were .swarming !iround 
the Hides of tho Indlmia and engaged 
in the work of rescuing tho passengers. 

Tho Indiana continued to swing 
drunltcnly on the shoals whllo the pas-

Imoose jaw mystery 
remains unsolved 



Many Rumors Afloat Concern- 
ing Death of Mrs, Kent 
^From Poisonv : . 



l\loQSu Jaw, April 7.— Sensational 
rumors are alloat concerning the sud- 
den death of Mrs. A. J. Kent. 

Tile parents of tho victim ' arrived 
yesterday I'roiii Vancouver and Mr. 
Kylu at once offered. $1,000 reward for 
any Information bearing upon his 
daughter's death. Ho Is - convinced 
tliat It is a case of murder but, Uko 
till! autliorltles, Is unable to suggot 
tiiu sllgluo-il rcaaon why anyone should 
tie.sire iNlr.s. Kent's death. 

The brother of tho vielini will ar- 
rive from New Brunswick tomorrow 
when an inqueat will be opened. 
Willie many tlilnlc tliat llio poison was 
h'ent hniy a maniac, the fact appears to 
lie that Mrs. Kent was in conversa- 
tion with tho person who sent It and 
swallowed It with apparent oonfl- 
dence. 

An offer of reward has failed to lo- 
cate tlie ten-year-oki boy who deliv- 
ered the pacltago. The vlollin had no 
luiown enemica in lier church or .'Social 
circles. Every asjiect jircsonted In 
ilie case is mo.st iny.steriouH. 

'I'lierc Is some au-siilcloii directed to- 
ward a female resident of the city 
wliij came licre two years ayo from 
Vancouver and knew Mrs. Kent there. 
.Slii^ has been Interviewed by the po- 
lice and it Is said may be requested 
to testify at tho Inauest. 

It would seem that tho deceased 
woman expected the arrival of a par- 
col ot medicine from some person, but 
reruurks she Is said to have dropped 
after leaving the phono would Indi- 
cate that sho had doubts as to tho 
Identity ot the person who had de- 
livered the message. 

It seems that the phono message 
was (Irst answered by the deceased 
woman 's sister who called Mrs. Kent 
to the 'phone romarUlng tliat some 
ono wi-shed to spoalj with her. Tho 
sisters liad supper and were propar- 
in^ to spend ii .social evening at the 
home of .Mr.s. J. J. Cochrane, a friend 
of tlie family. 

Expected a Caller 
I'oming away from tiie 'phono tho 
deceased Is said to have remarked 
i tliat she e.vpected a caller and iidvised 
her .sister to go on ahead to the Coch- 
laii-js, and alio would follow. Shortly 
after the sister loft, nnd wliile alone 
In the house, the uiiforluiiate woman 
:tpparently swallowed the suppused 
medicine, a small tpianilltv of whicii 
was found In a bottle discovered on 
a table In her home after tho tragedy 
; occurred. It was about 8 o'clock, or 
I .'Shortly after, when the deceased wo- 
I man arrived at the Cochrane home. 
1 Her friends do not appear to liave 
noticed any indication of sickness 
when slie Ih-st ari'ived but, after slie 
had discarded iier slrert clothing and 
tlio conventional prreetlngs were over, 
sho Is .said to have remarked: "I 
hiive just tal<en some medicine, hut I 
wish I liad not. 1 don't feel well." 

About llCtcon minutes after passiufj 
this remark she took a sudden and 
violent convulsion nnd died almost 
Immediately In grept agony.
